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SCHOOL REPORT 


As the law of the State requires, the Superintending School 
Committee of Jaffrey, present their Annual Report. 

With an exception or two, the schools have been attended 
with a good degree of prosperity. Let the best possible be 
done by parents, teacher, agent, the committee and scholars, 
there will remain some deficiencies—room for improvement.— 
When, then, one or more of the parties concerned is deficient, 
friction is produced, and those who would, cannot do as well as 
otherwise they could. Harmony and co-operation of all parties 
interested, is as necessary for the greater prosperity of com- 
mon schools, as for that of the family. 

That the people generally feel interested in our schools, is 
evident from the visits made to them the year past. In the 
Register of No.1, 16 visits are recorded for the Summer term 
and 27 for the Winter, besides the attendance at the final exam- 
ination, which was 28 for the 2d term. In No. 2, primary de- 
partment, 31 are recorded for the first term and 44 for the 2d, 
and the school-room was full of visitors at each of the exami- 
nations. In the senior department, 21 visits are noted, and at 
the close of the term a large number of the friends were pres- 
ent. All the Registers contain the names of a large number of 
visitors.

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CHANGE IN Scnoot Books. So long had Goodrich’s History 
been in use that it was thought that another might be more use- 
ful, and Quackenbos’ was adopted as possessing superior excel- 
lencies. A very favorable opportunity occurring, Greenleaf’s 
series was adopted as decidedly better than the variety of arith- 
metics in our schools, and we recommend that it, as well as 
Quackenbos’ history, be used by all our scholars in the schools. 
To supply a deficiency, we recommend Colton & Fitch’s Geog- 
raphy for beginners in that study, as the best of which we have 
any knowledge. 


CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


DISTRICT NO, I.—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Lizziz A. Howsz, Teacher. 


This is one of the good schools,—easily governed ; the pupils 
anxious to learn,—willing to obey all wholesome regulations. 
The recitations, almost without exception, were very good— 
most of them excellent. A class of eight young ladies did 
themselves, as well as their teacher, honor. Only five of the 
smaller ones had whispered. The singing was beautiful, and 
the paper very good indeed. Improvement was apparent in all 
the classes. 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss S. E. Rossins, Teacher. 

It is almost enough to say of a school, that Miss R. is, or was, 
its teacher. The conclusion is, that the school was excellent. 
Her effort in this term was one of marked success. Blessed 
with noble minded pupils, she led them on triumphantly in read- 
ing, arithmetic, geography, history, science, etc. Their improve- 
ment in writing isseldom equalled ina common school. They 
sang very finely. Every way the school was a noble success. 


DISTRICT NO. TI—JUNIOR DEPARTMENT. 
Miss S. E. Rogsrns, Teacher. 


So marked has been Miss R’s success with this department, 
she was employed for both terms, Her control over the little 
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ones is as surprising as it is advantageons to all concerned.— 
Few ladies, or gentlemen, even, could govern such a flock so that 
they would be still and not whisper, but this she does and learns 
them besides. Her success in this department is not only an 
honor to herself, but a great favor to the families to which the 
children belong. Nineteen of the little ones were not absent at 
all. More might be written of this school, but it is not neces- 
sary. 


SENIOR DEPARTMENT—SUMMER TERM. 
Mrs. Assiz R. Jaquiru, Teacher. 


The long experience, and general success of Mrs. Jaquith as 
a teacher in this school, as well as elsewhere, led to the securing 
of her services for this term. The first visit to the school con- 
vinced the Committee that a great work was needed there; es- 
vecially in the reading department. Carelessness, omission of 
words, mispronunciation and wrongly placed emphasis, were 
faults which were too prominent. But knowing the teacher’s 
ability, we trusted the work would be done; nor were we dis- 
appointed. Although there was not manifested at the close, 
that promptness and energy on the part of the scholars, which 
had been witnessed in this school under the same teacher in for- 
mer terms, and many of the scholars, especially the girls, seem- 
ed afraid to let their voices be heard; yet a good improvement 
was manifested, not only in the particulars to which allusion has 
been made, but in most of the branches taught. The order was 
good, and the school, on the whole, at the closing examination 
appeared very well. 


WINTER TERM. . 
Mr. Curtis R. Crowe tt, of Fitzwilliam, Teacher. 


Mr. Crowell is an “old experienced teacher,” and he brought 
with him into this school, not only his good scholarship, experi- 
ence and ability to teach, but also ability to manage and dis- 
cipline a school,—a work which was very much needed in this 
school. Asan evidence of his success, as well as the satisfac- 
tion given to the district, we would say that a subscription has 
been raised sufficient to continue the school four weeks beyqnd 
the term to which the agent was limited by the funds of m 
district. 
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As this school has not yet closed we cannot speak of the clos- 
ing examination, yet from the good work now going on, we may 
safely predict a good result. So well satisfied are we with his 
success that we hope the district will secure his services, if pos- 
sible, for another winter. 


DISTRICT NO. INJ—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Syrtvia R. Sawreyt, Teacher. 


This was Miss Sawtell’s first experience as a teacher; and as 
in the case of every new teacher, so in hers, there was much 
anxiety on the part of the committee as to her success. But 
the result proved that the anxiety was unnecessary and the fear 
unfounded. She entered upon her work with energy, fidelity 
and devotion, and she succeeded accordingly. A good im- 
provement was exhibited in all the studies, and in some very 
good. Miss 8. has many qualifications for a good teacher; and 
with a little more age, experience, judgement and literary 
attainments,—all of which her native energy and love of learn- 
ing will no doubt secure to her,—we may venture to predict 
that she will become a very successful teacher in any school ia 
which her services may be required. The order of the school 
was good, and the closing exercises passed off to the entire sat- 
isfaction of all present. 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss S. F. Campsett, Teacher. 


_ Miss C. is an efficient, earnest and enthusiastic teacher; and 
her labors in this school were characterized by fidelity, firmness 
and perseverence, and, as a matter of course, a good degree of 
success attended her efforts, The school appeared very well 
indeed at the closing examination. Some of the classes in arith- 
metic and geography exhibited a very good improvement. Some 
of the reading classes also, showed the fruits of skill and labor. 
_ In the early part of the term, a few of the larger boys show- 
ed a disposition to disobey the rules of the school ; one of whom 
it became necessary to dismiss. After this, according to the 
statement of the teacher, a much better state of things existed. 

Some of the closing exercises of the school were very inter- 
esting indeed. A paper, containing specimens of composition

by the scholars, was read, which, for scholars of their attain- 
ments, were very commendable. The only obiectional feature 
was, some of them contained personal allusions, which, to say 
the least, were not in good taste, and ought not to have been 
tolerated. 

The teacher received a token of love from her scholars in the 
gift of a Photograph Album, presented by two Misses of the 
school, accompanied by an affectionate address. Ifa little more 
harmony and friendly feeling existed among the members of 
this district, we think it would be more pleasant for them and 
much better for the school. 


DISTRICT NO. IV—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Epira E. Frost, Teacher. 


This was the teacher’s first experience in the care of a school, 
and she gave good evidence of being of the chosen few who are 
born for this especial vocation. She manifested the various ex- 
cellencies of authority, quickness of perception, energy, and fa- 
cility in explanation. Of course these qualities she now pos- 
 gesses in promise rather than in perfection, but constant study 
and pains are all that is required to render her a teacher of a 
high order of excellence. Her scholars were few in number, 
and some of them dull and backward,—so much the higher 
praise for good results produced. Tardiness, 0; whispering, 8. 

In the Fall Term Miss Frost was again employed in this 
school, and her endeavors were crowned with marked success. 
_ There was life, animation and energy exhibited in all the exer- 
cises. The singing was worthy of so small a school. 


DISTRICT NO. V. 
Miss Ciara EK. Wuitney, of Westminster, Mass., Teacher. 


There was one term of 16 weeks. Miss W. governed and 
taught as though she knew how. There was not an instance of 
insubordination, which speaks well for the pupils and their pa- 
rents, as well as their teacher. Miss W. accomplished all that 
the most fastidious could ask for— more than reasonable persons 
could expect. 
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DISTRICT NO. VI—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Lizzie R. Apams, Teacher. 


The natural abilities of this teacher are of a high order, and 
her scholarship excellent. She also exhibits much energy and 
skill in imparting instruction. The exercises at the closing ex- 
amination were satisfactory and interesting, We would espe- 
cially mention the reading and spelling as very good. Indeed, 
the teacher seems to have wrought out all the results that could 
reasonably be expected, considering the youth and the fewness 
of her scholars. We should have been better pleased if, instead 
of 8 marks for tardiness and 6 for communicating, there had 
been none. 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss Harris F. Boycnr, Teacher. 


Miss B. had the school under good control, used her best en- 
deavors for its success, and not in vain. At the closing exami- 
nation the school appeared very well. If there was any defi- 
ciency it was in a want of life and energy. The reciting of 
pieces committed was very well done. . 


DISTRICT NO. VII—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Emocrnre Everern, Teacher. 


The committee always expect much from Miss Eveleth, and 
are never disappointed. Her abilities as an instructor, and her 
conscientious exercise of those abilities, render her services val- 
uable to any school. At the examination the committee freely 
exercised their prerogative of questioning, giving out arithmet- 
ical examples, &c., and found the school well prepared to sus- 
tain examination. There was no parrot-like readiness—and in 
some instances not enough of readiness in answering questions, 
but as an offset to this there was no special preparation for ex- 
amination any farther than a general review may be considered 
as such. Some very excellent, because natural and childlike, 
compositions were read, and some of the scholars gave pleasing 
and sprightly recitations. Twenty tardy marks disfigured the 
register; not, however, through the fault of the teacher. 
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This school was very fortunate in again securing the labors of 
Miss Sarau Frencu, a lady whose literary attainments and ex- 
perience as a teacher, have qualified her for this work in a man- 
ner excelled by very few. Especially, were her services valua- ' 
ble to this school, from the fact that many of the larger scholars 
had attended several Academical terms under her instructions, 
and had received the benefit of her peculiar discipline and thor- 
ough drill. Two or three of the larger boys gave the teacher 
some trouble, one of whom was required to leave the school. 
With these exceptions, a most perfect harmony and good feel- 
ing seemed to exist between teacher and pupil, and a desire to 
aid each other, The closing examination was such as to give, 
not only entire satisfaction, but much pleasure to all who were 
present. We think the school never appeared better. Wheth- 
er this was in any degree owing to their new school-room, or 
not, we do most heartily rejoice that the district has, at last, 
succeeded in procuring a place where its scholars may be com- 
fortable. 


DISTRICT NO, VITII—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss M. Tarsox, Teacher. 


At the close the school appeared very well. The order was 
good; but there seemed to have been some deficiency. in the 
method of instructing in grammar. The lessons in the spell- 
ing book were not learned quite so well as they ought to have 
been. Sickness detained some of the pupils from school. 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss J. Nicnuors, Teacher. 


This was her first attempt at teaching, The school appeared 
quite -well in some of the recitations, but.there was a deficien- 
cy in the order. Apparently, every scholar whispered as he or 
she desired. Had there been more life, and better order, the 
school would have been of much more value. In future, Miss 
N. may do much better. 


DISTRICT NO. IX—SUMMER TERM. 


_ The school during this term was under the charge of Miss 
Armepa M. Smn.u; and her labors were characterized by her 
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usual success. Miss Smith is a fine scholar, and a very faithful 
and industrious teacher. The order of the school was good; 
and some of the scholars made very good improvement, while 
others did not accomplish so much as we could wish. This, 
however, should not be considered a fault of the teacher, for 
we doubt if any one could have accomplished more than she 
did with the material which she had. Fifteen out of twenty-two 
scholars did not whisper during the term. 

If there could be a union of this District with No. 13, and 
perhaps with No. 10 also, we think it would be beneficial to all 
concerned, | 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss Susan P. Smirn, ot Peterboro’, Teacher. 


As in individuals, so in schools, we find a variety of mental 
capacity, some possessing more native talent or ability to learn 
than others; but this district seems now to be dlessed with rath- 
er more than its proportion of those scholars who may be con- 
sidered ‘‘rather dull.” There are afew very good scholars in the 
school, and they made very good improvement. The teacher 
appeared well qualified for her work, as far as literary attain- 
ments are concerned, and labored faithfully and with tolerable 
success ; her principal failure being in the government of the 
school. The register, however, shows that seven scholars did 
not communicate during the term. There are one or two boys 
in this school who need a master’s hand to put them right and 
keep them so. 


DISTRICT NO. X—FALL TERM. 
Miss Mary A. SuatTruck, Teacher. 


Miss 8. has had considerable experience as a teacher; and in 
this school she has, in a measure at least, verified the adage, 
that “practice makes perfect.” It was very evident on the first 
visit of the committee that she had entered upon her work with 
a determination to do all ber duty, and at the result of her 
labors we were not disappointed. In every class and every 
scholar there was a marked improvement, while some exceeded 
our expectations. Although comparisons may be considered 
invidious, yet we cannot help expressing the opinion that few 
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scholars in town have accomplished more, or can give a better 
account of themselves, than the first class of young ladies in 
this school. 


DISTRICT NO. XI—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Lizziz P. Suattruck, Teacher. 


In the continuation of her labors with this school, the teach- 
er sustained her former good reputation, and gave evidence of 
growth in ability and skill. There appeared to be no special 
preparation for the examination, yet the exercises were uniform- 
ly good, and interesting to the friends present as spectators.— 
There were evidences of thorough instruction, excellent moral 
deportment, and intelligent comprehension of the studies pur- 
sued. Some of the scholars show excellent minds, and are 
quite advanced in their studies. No marks for communicating. 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss Lizzie P. SHarruck, Teacher. 


Miss S. commenced her labors as a teacher in this school and 
has had the entire charge of it ever since, having taught here 
sixteen months before this term. This is as it should be. A 
good teacher cannot remain too long in a school. It was very 
gratifying to witness the warm attachment that existed between 
the teacher and her scholars, and the good moral influence that 
existed there. Although the teacher is a member of the dis- 
trict, and many of the scholars members of her own family, yet 
in her case there is an exception to the proverb, that “a prophet 
is without honor in his own country.” One feature of this school 
was very gratitying indeed, viz: The children were made to un- 
derstand the meaning of what they learned, and many things 
not in but suggested by their lessons ; and thus became acquain- 
ted with the science of common things. The closing examina- 
tion was in every particular satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. XII—SUMMER TERM. 
Miss Bersry R. Stantey, Teacher. 


This teacher performed her duties ina quiet, faithful manner. 
The committee and the district were well satisfied with the 
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scholarship of the teacher and the progress made by the 
scholars in their studies. Some of the scholars are not quick 
and apt, and perhaps no teacher could render them so, but such 
we would praise when they really exert themselves to make 
improvement; and the teacher who can succeed in awakening 
the minds of dull scholars, is so far worthy of high praise.— 
The register showed but one mark for tardiness, There was 
during the term much improvement in readipg. The writing 
books, with one exception, showed great neatness and improve- 
ment. 


WINTER TERM. 
Miss Mary L. Weruerser, Teacher. 


Miss W. had taught in this school several terms betore, and 
it is sufficient to say in her praise that during this term she well 
sustained the good reputation she had previously acquired.— 
She is not only a very efficient instructress, but also possesses 
in a very eminent degree the too rare ability to govern and dis- 
cipline a school, and at the same time retain the love and re- 
spect of her scholars. The closing exercises were in a high de- 
gree satisfactory, and showed that a good work had been done. 
One very marked improvement was discovered in this school, 
and that was a readiness and promptness on the part of the 
scholars to answer the questions proposed to them. Singing 
had been attended to as a daily exercise, in which nearly all of 
the scholars participated. This, no doubt, did much towards 
producing that harmony and good feeling that existed among 
the scholars, and between scholar and teacher. 
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DISTRICT NO. XIII. 
Miss Mary S. Perry, Teacher, 


Miss P. was again employed in this ‘school for both terms.— 
Her efforts appear to have been all that we could expect. Con- 
sidering the material, the small number of scholars in the dis- 
trict, she did well. The enunciation was very distinct—the or- 
der well nigh perfect. In all the exercises there was a very 
commendable readiness, and no lack of life.
